passing  of  the  Local  Government  Act  1894  this  District  formed  part  of  the  Eural  Sanitary  District  of 
t  e  Eisbridge  Union,  which  was  situate  partly  within  the  Administrative  County  of  Suffolk  and  partly  within  the 
dministrative  Connty  of  Essex.  Since  the  passing  of  the  Local  Government  Act  the  portion  in  each  Administrative 
County  has  formed  a  separate  Eural  District  in  accordance  with  Section  24  (5)  of  that  Act.

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  registered  in  this  district  was  139,  (74male8  and  65  females), 
to  which  2  deaths  occurring  outside  the  district  have  to  be  added,  and  1  death  in  the  workhouse  belonging  to  Haverhill 
subtracted  leaving  a  total  of  140  deaths  (74  males  and  66  females)  belonging  to  the  district,  equivalent  to  a  death-rate 
of  14.2  per  thousand  of  the  1891  population.

Smallpox.  No  case  occurred  in  this  district  during  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever  or  Scarlatina.  There  were  22  cases  (none  fatal)  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  in  this  district  duriiif’’ 
the  year,  as  against  11  in  1894,  and  133  in  1893.  The  outbreaks  during  1895  were  at : —  ^ 

Little  Thurlow  3  cases  in  one  family  living  near  the  school,  in  March. 

Clare  4  cases  in  three  families,  1  in  March  and  3  in  April. 

Kedington  1  case  at  the  Workhouse  in  June,  immediately  isolated. 

Poslingford  14  cases  (6  in  one  family),  13  of  the  cases  in  August  and  1  in  September. 

In  each  outbreak  the  usual  precaiitions  were  taken.  Notices  were  served  at  each  infected  house  and  the  children 
from  infected  families  were  excluded  from  attending  school,  and  the  houses  were  afterwards  disinfected  by  the 
Inspector  At  Poslingford  it  was  found  necessary  to  close  the  schools  from  August  2nd  to  October  21st  in¬ 
cluding  the  harvest  holidays.  ’ 


Diphtheria  Only  3  cases  were  notified  in  this  district  during  1895,  1  at  Wickhambrook  in  February  1  at 
Clare  in  March,  and  1  at  Withersfield  in  August.  The  case  at  Clare  was  a  lad  in  a  travellini*-  show- van."  The 
van  was  detained  until,  after  repeated  bacteriological  investigation,  the  lad  was  declared  to  be  free  from 
infection  and  quite  safe.  The  van  was  then  di.sinfected  and  allowed  to  depart. 

.  Fever.  Only  4  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  1  at  Wickhambrook  in  July  •  1  rfataP 

at  Babel  Green,  Hundon,  in  September;  1  Station  Eoad,  Clare,  in  September;  and  1  Cavendish  Eoad’  Clare  in 
December.  In  each  case  the  usual  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  ’  ’

n  Abater  Supply.  Last  year  I  reported  that  a  new  well  had  been  sunk  on  Little  Thurlow  Green  since 
then  the  well  has  been  completed  and  a  strong  brass  lever  pump  has  been  fixed,  with  copper  rods  and  tin-lined 
copper  suction  and  delivery  tubes,  and  the  surface  of  the  ground  has  been  paved  with  blue  Staffordshire  bricks 
and  enclosed  with  an  iron  railing.  There  is  now  an  abundant  supply  of  water  from  the  deep’chalk  sprinirs  On 
March  1st,  1895,  the  depth  of  water  in  the  well  had  risen  to  44  feet  and  the  water-line  was  61  feet  from  the  surface 
or  233  feet  above  sea-level. 


During  the  year  a  complaint  was  made  to  the  Clare  District  Council  by  the  Withersfield  Parish  Council  that 
the  woilving  of  the  two  public  pumps  in  that  village  was  not  satisfactory.  The  matter  was  referred  to  a  committee 
oi  the  Parish  Council  ami  certain  alterations  are  being  made  in  the  working  of  the  pump  near  the  White  Horse 
Inn,  a  lever  handle  being  substituted  for  the  former  wheel  gearing. 

The  water  from  the  new  well  which  was  bored  in  1894  at  Snow  Hill,  Clare,  contains  a  considerable  quantity 
of  iron  The  water  is  quite  clear  when  drawn  but  afterwards  a  deposit  is  formed  which  was  supposed  to  be  derived 
from  the  iron  bore  tubes,  but  in  the  opinion  of  the  Public  Analyst  to  whom  a  sample  of  the  water  was  sent  the 
deposit  is  caused  by  the  action  of  the  air  on  a  carbonate  of  iron  natural  to  the  water,  and  can  be  removed  bv 
filtration  or  subsidence.  uy 

A  new  public  well  has  been  dug  and  bored  at  Upper  Street,  Stansfield.  The  well  was  dug  to  a  depth  of  lOU 
feet  all  in  boulcEr  clay,  then  bored  23  feet  in  boulder  clay  and  12  feet  in  chalk.  Total  depth  duff  and  bored 
136^  feet.  At  this  depth  an  abundant  supply  of  water  was  obtained.  The  bore-hole  is  lined  with  copper  tubes 
tm-lined  inside  and  outside.  The  suction  pijie,  which  is  ten  feet  down  the  bore  tube  is  also  of  tin-lined  cornier  V 
strong  brass  pump  with  copper  rods  and  tin-lined  copper  delivery  pipe  has  been  fixed  with  lever  handle.  ^  ’ 

A  sample  of  the  water  has  been  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  who  reported  the  water  to  be  unpolluted  and  fit 
An  application  has  been  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for  their  sanction  to  a  loan 
ot  £200  tor  a  similar  well  at  Assmgton  Green,  where  there  is  at  present  no  pure  water. 

V.  Sewerage.  The  Sewerage  of  Clare  has  been  under  the  consideration  of  the  District  Council  during  the  year 
The  existing  drains  were  originally  constructed  as  road  drains  and  not  for  sewerage  purposes  but  the  District 
Council  has  now  agree.l  to  take  them  over  and  hereafter  to  keep  them  in  repair  and  make  such  Alterations  as  mZ 
irom  timG_  to  time  be  found  necessary  for  the  sanitary  requirements  of  Clare. 

The  Ifistrict  Council  has  also  had  under  consideration  a  complaint  of  the  pollution  of  the  river  Stour  at  CDrc 
where  It  forms  the  boundary  of  the  Clare  Di, strict  in  the  County  of  Suffolk  aAd  the  Bumpstead  District  in  SeJ 
so  that  it.  18  in  two  Districts  and  in  two  Counties.  It  is  stated  that  the  river  needs  cleaning  out.  -c.sbex,

AHII.  Saxitary  Ixspections  Eeport  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuis.\nces.  Mr.  Louis  Littleton  the  Hcirtoofra  r 
this  District,  jointly  with  the  Bumpstead  Eural  District,  Essex,  was  unfortunately  killed  on  November  Uth 
in  the  execution  of  his  duty,  whilst  inspecting  a  new  public  well  at  Holions  Bumpstead,  Essex,  owinn  to  an  aAc  mm  ’ 
l.atioii  in  the  well  of  carbonic  acid  gas.  From  that  time  to  the  end  of  the  year  the  duties  of  the  office 
formed  by  Mr.  Fred  Chappell,  Inspector  for  the  Linton  Eural  District,  Camba  ;  and  aincl  then  Mr 
Walker  h.aa  been  appointed  Inspector  of  Nuisances  for  this  District,  and  for  the  Bumpstead  Rural  DisJet^ErsM^ 
m  the  Eisbndgo  Union.^  The  number  of  notices  issued  for  the  parishes  in  this  district  by  Mr  Littleton  durin^-  ffiL 
year  up  to  the  time  of  hi,s  death  was  44,  but  these  do  not  represent  all  the  nuisances  abated  durino-  the  war  7. 
Air.  Littleton  frequently  had  nuisances  abated  by  letter  or  verbal  request,  without  formal  notice"’  The^  f?™i 
notices  issued  in  the  several  parishes  are  given  in  the  table  at  the  end  of  this  report.  ‘
